Orders  should 
call  for  ten  of  a  kind  and  size,  and  beyond  that  for  multiples  of  ten. 

We  reserve  the  right  to  select  the  varieties,  but  will  give  the  purchaser  his 
choice  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  our  stock.  In  ordering,  please  state  whether 
or  not  substituting  will  be  permitted  in  case  we  should  be  short  of  any  sort 
wanted. 

All  stock  selected  and  marked  by  the  customer  at  the  nursery  will  be  charged 
for  in  accordance  with  its  value;  prices  in  this  wholesale  list  will  not  govern 
such  stock.
